But | write what is worthy to be recorded. 


This is written shortly after the 1987 
Super Shoot. The complete report will be 
in the August issue, as is customary .. . 
when photos, equipment reports, and 
other little niceties are available to round 
out the narrative and statistics. 

There were a few interesting items of 
equipment at the Super Shoot. . . that are 
now ready, or nearly ready, to come on 
the accuracy equipment market. The first 
item to come to my attention was the 
newly available fiberglass stock from 
Allan Hall (Hall Manufacturing, 1801 Yel- 
low Leaf Road, Clanton, Alabama 35045; 
phone (205) 755-4094). The stock is de- 
scribed by its maker as a Kevlar-Graphite 
stock, one and a quarter pounds in 
weight, that is post cured at over 200 de- 
grees in the manufacturing process. It is 
not merely just a fiberglass shell. . . there 
is solid fiberglass under the action and 
barrel channel as well. The new stock is 
designed and inlet for the Hall M (medium) 
action. It will accept the standard Hall ac- 
tion, and many other custom actions with 
a maximum diameter of 1% inches. 
Sleeved actions and the Hall B action are 
not recommended for this particular 
stock. Price is $175.00. 

The second interesting thing that Allan 
was dragging around with him (in the 
fashion of Linus dragging his security 
blanket) was a prototype of a new Hall ac- 
tion that should be available somewhere 
around August, if the Good Lord is willin’, 
and the creek don’t rise. In the world of 
Hall actions, at the present time, there of 
course exists: 1.) the standard Hall action 
(seven inches long, 1.375” diameter, 
weighs 1 Ib., 15 ounces); 2.) the relatively 
new medium Hall action (eight inches 
long, 1.500” diameter, weighs 2 Ibs., 10 
ounces); and 3.) the big Hall action (eight 
inches long, 1.750” diameter, weighs 3 
Ibs., 10 ounces). Now we have the Ex- 
press action (nine inches long, 1.500” di- 
ameter), available with choice of three 
bolt faces ... .308 ... magnum... and 
the big magnum (for those of you who 
want to play with .378 Weatherby based 
cartridges. The Express action was cre- 
ated to fill a few niches that probably 
needed filling. For one, there is virtually 
nothing available in the custom action 
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—AL-BUKHARI, Ta’rikh 
(Ninth Century)

field for long range shooting, such as the 
1,000 yard matches at Williamsport, Pa. 
Also, in building up a serious prone rifle for 
those events that do not require rapid fire 

. a solid bottom custom action just 
might enable you to pick up a point or two. 
You can set up the new Hall action for 
30-06, .308, 7mm magnum, 300 magnum, 
whatever your little heart desires. 

With the retirement of Bill Hall from the 
field of making mechanical rest unlimited 
rifles, a big void was created. At the Super 
Shoot, Clarence Hammonds (a PS adver- 
tiser) was showing off his new mechanical 
rest. It looked like a beauty to me, but | 
don’t claim to be an expert in the field. Sol 
sent a few folks who were experts down 
to look at the model that Clarence had 
with him. Both my “authorities” told me

Dear Dave 

Thanks for the opportunity for getting 
my two cents worth into the discussion. | 
have to agree that the 6PPC dominance is 
so total as to have brought about an air of 
stagnation in our world. 

Most of us know quite well that the 
6PPC and the 22PPC in their standard 
forms, as well as a few slightly modified 
forms that exist, will shoot quite well with 
what we have come to think of as “stan- 
dard” bullet weights ... 51-52 grains in 
.224 caliber, and 65-68 grains in 6mm cali- 
ber. But ... how about heavier bullets? 
The inch and a half standard PPC case 
does not appear to have the capacity to 
drive a 65 grain Berger .224 caliber bullet 
at velocities high enough to take advan- 
tage of this relatively high sectional densi- 
ty projectile. The inch and three quarters 
as well as the two inch versions of the 
PPC have been slow in coming into 
existance ... and we couldn't use them 
anyway; at least not in your hypothetical 
world. So we will have to look elsewhere 
for our case. 

My first choice for brass has to be the 
Remington BR basic case. | look to the 
Berger 65 grain .224 bullet to be the one 
that | want to use; as far as | know it is the 
only heavy .224 caliber bullet available 
today that is of benchrest match quality. 
As far as settling on an actual case design 
goes, | would use the same body diameter 
at the shoulder, 35° shoulder angle, and 
the same neck length as a standard 22 or 
6mm BR. The only change that | would 
make would be to the length of the case 
body itself. If | could not get Hugh 
Henriksen or JGS to grind me a reamer in 
time for the Super Shoot | would have to 
use the standard BR reamer with the 30° 
shoulder angle, run in as deep as it takes 
to come up with a case of the correct ex- 
pansion ratio to drive the 65 grain .224 
bullet around 3300-3400 f.p.s. My guess 
is that somewhere around 33-35 grains of 
4895 would do the job. At some opportun- 
ity when | had some time to play around a 
bit, | would be interested in running the 
reamer in a bit deeper, and trying 4350 
and 4831 powders. | am aware that these 
are not considered to be benchrest pow- 
ders, but | still would like to try them out 
thoroughly before | agree with that sub- 
jective opinion. 

Case length should be somewhere be- 
tween a standard BR and the 22-250. | be- 
lieve that it has already been proven that 
the small primer will ignite properly the 
power column in a full length BR case... 
and in a half inch shorter case it should 
work even better. In most wildcat case de- 
signs a radical shoulder angle is mostly 
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cosmetic (they look neat), but as far as 
their being any more efficient than a gen- 
tle slope .. . I'm not certain that this has 
been completely proven. Harvey 
Donaldson once stated that, in his experi- 
ence, he found 33° to be optimum, and 
anything sharper than that was purely a 
matter of personal preference. 
Undoubtably a gentle slope case will feed 
much better when you have 30 seconds 
left and four shots to go on your record 
target. For those shooters who sit around 
worrying about this possibility, who also 
shoot a sharper shoulder case, | suggest 
that you make a slight radius on the back 
of the chamber and polish the heck out of 
it with Cratex, chamfer the case neck on 
the outside, and that really should help a 
great deal if you dream of having a ma- 
chine-gun competition with Allan Hall on 
the next bench when that 20 second calm 
suddenly shows up in the middle of your 
allotted seven minutes. 

| personally believe that a lot of shoot- 
ers and gunsmiths go the wrong way 
when it comes to rifling twist, and this is 
probably the most controversial subject 
that pops up around the old pot-belly 
stove, or down at the local bar . . . what- 
ever your thing is. (Editor: the optimum is 
obvious: a clubby local bar . . . with a pot- 
belly stove). | think that for my new wildcat 


| would use a 1 in 12, and with this twist | 
would have confidence that | could stabi- 
lize a 65 grain bullet at 3400 f.p.s., up to 
300 yards ... and still not over-stress a 
52 grain bullet when | elected to fire a 
lighter bullet. We could of course try the 
benchrest shooter’s favorite twist, the 1 
in 14 standard, since most benchrest 
matches are 300 yards or less. It would 
however be right on the fine edge of stabil- 
ity, as is the 168 grain Sierra .30 caliber 
when it is fired from a 1 in 14 twist barrel. 
Most shooters and gunsmiths use weight 
of bullet as the sole factor when selecting 
their barrel twist. They should be consid- 
ering the LENGTH of the bullet, along with 
the velocities at which it will be driven. 

| have only discussed .22 caliber for 
light varmint and heavy varmint classes. 
The .224 is aworthy challenge. . . shootit 
well, and | question if anything can shoot 
with it, even today, in good conditions. 
While | don’t agree with everything the ed- 
itor says . . .| do agree with his belief that 
the light varmint class should be a manda- 
tory .22 class, and the sporter class 
should be .23 or larger. The very roots of 
our sport, back to our 1947 beginnings 
. .. go back to the .22 caliber woodchuck 
shooters of the New York - New Jersey - 
Pennsylvania - Ohio borders.

In sporter class | would probably use 
something based on the .219 Donaldson 
Wasp, necked up to 6mm, or Harvey 
Miller’s MCR case (a shortened .225 Win- 
chester, necked up to 6mm). | know that 
Harvey’s case works; I’ve seen him beat a 
lot of PPCs with it from time to time. The 
biggest problem with the .225 is the brass 
problem; it can be a real sporting proposi- 
tion to find 20 good cases out of 200 
cases of the same lot. There’s something 
discouraging aout 90 per cent new case 
rejection! Too bad that we could not have 
had Federal make up small primer - small 
flash hole .225 brass, rather than 30-30, if 
for no better reason than the ease of deal- 
ing with the .225’s .471 rim. (Editor: Dick, 
one of The Cast’s strong points in con- 
vincing Federal to make the American 
case was the fact that they already made 
the .30-30 case, and we were not asking 
for that much of a change. Federal does 
not make the .225 case, and our chances 
on a case that they did not make at all 
were just about nil). 

Just a few random thoughts on barrel 
length. Just about universally accepted is 
the belief that a longer barrel gives more

velocity ... automatically ... always... 
without exception. That is a carry-over 
from black powder days, and is far from 
automatically true today, with today’s 
powders. There is an optimum expansion 
ratio for every bore size, and if the case is 
efficient enough, and not over bore ca- 
pacity, most of the powder gas will have 
expanded in the first 14-18 inches of bar- 
rel... and anything over that length has 
friction start to take over, with the net re- 
sult that you will actually lose some of the 
velocity. Naturally this only applies to the 
smaller capacity cases. In the larger, 
necked down cases, and using slower 
burning powders, 26 inches is about all 
that you will need for 98% of practical ap- 
plications. Besides, short, fat barrels are 
less prone to vibration, as any benchrest 
shooter knows. 

In closing . .. an after thought. | could 
use my .22-243 Middlested reamer run in 
short. It uses almost the same neck and 
shoulder as a BR. | used this method for a 
6mm Hunter class rifle a few years back, 
based on a .22-250 necked up to 6mm. A 
long 6BR, if you will. Of course you have 
to use a 6mm pilot and neck reamer. 

As | sit here tonight, watching TV and 
finishing up this letter, I’ve just thought up 
a name for my new wildcat. How about 
the “.224 Alien”? Eat your heart out, edi- 
tor!

Interesting question you raise here... 
all my PPC brass has just been taken 
away from me by The Establishment, and 
the question at hand is... what the heck 
do | do now? 

For openers, | always had good luck 
with the 6x47 cartridge. Now that there is 
some good brass beginning to show up 
for the .222 family, | would not be adverse 
to building another one. Besides, | still 
have the dies for it. 

With the availability of the 7mm BR 
brass, | think | would build a couple of 6 
BRs for myself. One, | think, would be a 
standard length BR.-But the other one 
would be a shortened version, with rough- 
ly the same case capacity as a 6PPC. 

Finally, | just might try a .222 Magnum, 
just for old times sake. | had real good luck 
with a couple of them, years ago.

Dear Dave 

I’m sure that the workload of your regu- 
lar job, plus turning out PS every month 
can get to be kind of heavy. Still, your lat- 
est letter ... The Opium Tong, patent 
attornies, etc. . . . definitely shows all the 
signs of one who is cracking under the 
strain. Whatever you're making in your 
still in the basement . . . it’s time to revise 
the formula a bit, boy . . . it’s making you 
crazy. 

Be that as it may, I’m ready for your 
Opium Tong attorney. | won’t even have 
to do any rechambering or case forming. 
I'll be shooting the 22/45 and the 6/45 this 
year; | might add that those were the two 
cartridges that | planned to shoot this 
year anyway, even before you came up 
with your hypothetical inquiry. 

Since some of our readers may not 
know too much about these cases, we 
might talk about them a bit here, for the 
edification of our brethren. | have been 
shooting the 22/45 ever since the late 
Ralph Stolle showed up with it at the 
NBRSA heavy gun championships at 
Tulsa in 1962. It is simply a .222 magnum 
case with a 45° shoulder. The cartridge 
was designed by Ralph to stop the need 
for retrimming cases after every match 
because of the cases getting too long 
from the hefty loads that we regularly use 
in benchrest shooting. This same basic 
idea has since been used by several other 
experimenting wildcatters with the other 
cases of the la-deuce family, including the 
.223. Most of these creations have shot 
quite well. . . sometimes to the surprise of 
the inventor. The case will handle any 
number of powders; velocities can be 
taken up over 3400 f.p.s., and they seem 
to work quite well in 14 or 15 twist barrels. 
| am told that with the 15 twist tubes, you 
have to keep the length up over 23” or 24” 
with the slower twist. Otherwise, as more 
and more rounds are fired through the 
barrel, velocity may fall off to the point 
where it is quite dicey if the bullets are 
properly stabilized. It hasn’t happened to 
me personally, but shooters whose expe-

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rience | respect have sworn this is true. 
This particular little phenomenon does 
not seem to come out of the woodwork 
with 14 twist barrels. 

The only problem with this cartridgeis a 
problem that exists with the .222 mag- 
num itself ... primers. The case is long 
and slender, and it seems to very firmly re- 
quire arather hot primer with certain pow- 
ders in order to light off the combustion 
process properly. For that reason | sus- 
pect that best results can be had with 
Winchester or Remington primers. There 
were some lots of RWS primers in days 
past that were hot enough to do a good 
job. The Federal 205 match primer may 
be just the ticket for the 6PPC, butitis too 
“mild” a primer for the .222 magnum. 

Case forming for both of these cartridg- 
es is simple as paint. Move the shoulder 
back just enough to get it into the cham- 
ber with good, tight bolt closure for good 
case head contact, and fire form. For all 
my case forming, regardless of the case, | 
use a load about six per cent lower than 
the expected final load, and lube very 
lightly the neck, shoulder, and forward 
one third of the case body . . . leaving the 
main body and head area dry. This forms 
a nice case. Testing conducted by my 
good friend Erik Miller out on the West 
Coast indicates that this method of 
fireforming turns out quite uniform 
cases. 

Everybody knows that the 6x47 is a222 
magnum case necked up to 6mm. “Every- 
body” then looks at the 6x45 designation 
...and thinks... “ahha...it must bea 
2mm shortened 6x47”. Wrong. It’s an im- 
proved 6x47, full length, with a 45° shoul- 
der. It handles 62 grain flat base bullets all 
right in a 1-14 twist barrel, but the 68 and

The same for 62 grain boat tails. 

The 6x45 is, | must admit, a fussy ras- 
cal, often acting like the old .219 
Donaldson Wasp, shooting like the pro- 
verbial house afire one minute, and going 
to blazes the next minute. This case also 
needs hot primers. You eventually find 
yourself carting a number of different 
makes of primers to the matches, as well 
as several different powders as well. It 
seems as if a change in the temperature 
or humidity would often bring on the prob- 
lems. It’s surprising that ... in the old 
days before the PPC... . when we were all 
shooting the deuce and the 6x47... and 
this cantankerousness was pretty widely 
recognized as being somehow tied to 
temperature and humidity changes ... 
nobody really “got into” a project to chart 
and graph what was happening (be it 
good or bad) with specific primers and 
powders when temperatures and humidi- 
ty levels started jumping around. This ina 
sport where we routinely record every- 
thing this side of our socks color when 
testing something. It’s strange when one 
considers that this was widely known in 
the 1970-1975 era ... and yet we never 
did make any sort of arun at figuring it out. 

Good quality brass for the .222 mag- 
num can be a real stinker to find. The old 
Federal chromed 6x47 brass had some 
dandy lots, but that is no longer made. My 
cases for both of these wildcats were 
made up on the Federal brass, and have 
served me well. One has to go through 
four or five boxes of Remington brass to 
find 15-20 cases that are acceptable for 
benchrest match activities. | had an early

sample of the Sako 222 magnum brass, 
and found it very good. Of course in the 
May issue our big mouth editor had to go 
and tell the world about it, and the Pater- 
son Rod and Gun Shop sold out their 
5,000 case supply before you could blink 
twice. Cheer up though; now that they 
now that we are serious. . . they just reor- 
dered ... 20,000 this time around. I’ve 
had some Norma brass in .222 that was 
excellent, but Norma does not make the 
magnum case. As with all cartridges, 
don’t expect good results without good 
brass. 

Now if | ever did get a powerful urge for 
a “new” case ... it would probably turn 
out to be a shortened, blown out .250 
case in 7mm. It seems to me that 7mm is 
the next logical step in benchrest car- 
tridge development. The single big stum- 
bling block to useful progress here is the 
task of lining up quality bullet jackets and 
bullets in that size. Back about fifteen 
years ago | can remember Frank Tirrell 
working with a bench rifle chambered for 
such a cartridge, and it showed great 
promise. His only limitation was the lack 
of good bullets. Frank called Mike Walker, 
then at Remington, and Mike sent him 
about sixty hand-made bullets (all that he 
had)in7mm...andlordy. .. what beauti- 
ful groups Frank got with them! When 
they were gone, that was the end of the 
magic. The .250 case is relatively easy to 
re-form, and | might be inclined to have a 
go at it IF | could obtain quality bullets. 
Otherwise ones results would be less 
than inspiring, I’m sure. Frank’s case de- 
sign was sure workable. 

Opium Tong . .. eat your heart out!

Dave, 

Regarding your letter of “what to do” if 
we didn’t have the PPC... 

Personally | think the Rem BR and the 
“new” American case are both the equal 
of the PPC. And, it has not yet been prov- 
en to me that the .222 family and its im- 
proved versions aren’t still as good as the 
“newer” cartridges. 

The brass problem we had with the BR 
seems to be cured by the 7mm BR brass 
that is now available. The Federal 30-30 
case with small primer is now available. | 
got some of the Federal 30-30 samples 
last year and built up a 6MM Sporter. The 
cartridge is simply the 6mm Wasp short- 
ened to PPC capacity. It shoots very well. 
This season | will be shooting all three. A 
PPC Unlimited gun, a Rem. BR HV, anda 
LV in the American case. | am personally 
satisfied that all three are equal in accura- 
cy potential. 

If you wish to speculate — then the 
skys the limit. There is probably no less 
than 100 or so bench shooters who are 
currently working on a different caliber 
(other than 22 or 6mm) or a new case 
shape.

During this time | 
have been content with accepting the re- 
sults of the cartridge experimenters.

Hello Dave, 

So, no more PPC cases. Well, person- 
ally | would rechamber everything that | 
own, over to Rem. BR’s. 

That's not to say that the PPC is not 
one of my favorite toys. | actually do own 
one in 6mm, but everything else that | 
shoot in BR is .22 Waldog. 

| would probably dig out the old PS arti- 
cle, by John Alexander, on the short .22 
BR. Seems as though he was having 
good results with it, and this was before 
the 7mm BR case became readily avail- 
able from Rem., and case forming has be- 
come less of a chore. 

To me, the full length .22 BR is a trifle 
large, and | would “Waldog” it about .150 
to .200” shorter. The case is everything 
one could want for the 6mm version, and | 
would probably leave well enough alone, 
and use it as it comes. 

| find the last lot of 7mm BR cases that | 
purchased, were of good quality, al- 
though trying to go from 7mm to 6mmina 
FL size die, pushes too many necks back 
into the shoulder. A Redding form die 
does not give me any problems, in neck- 
ing to 6mm. 

| am in the process of purchasing a .30 
BR reamer from JGS. Think that it would 
be an excellent Varmint/Hunter class car- 
tridge, and the recoil won’t murder you in 
a 10 Ib. rifle. | shoot 135 gr. bullets in the 
.308 X 1.750”, in Hunter class, and itis a 
pleasure to shoot. As a matter of fact, | 
just had a 13%2# rifle put together in the 
short .308 configuaration. 

The cases that | believe that have BR 
potential, would be the 30/30 “American”, 
small primered case. Also the 6.5 
Carcano, and the .35 Remington might 
prove interesting to fool around with. 
There is probably nothing wrong with 
going back to the .222 “family” of cases. 
The biggest problem is good quality 
brass. The only decent cases that | found 
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in .222, were in some old Norma cases. 
Less than ¥2 gr. weight variation, and the 
wall thickness was excellent for consis- 
tency. 

No, you can’t name the shortened .22 
BR case. If John hasn’t already namedit, | 
would call it the “.22 SLF #2”.

Dear Dave 

| hope that my reply reaches you in time 
... I've been up to my ears in bullet orders 
in recent days. 

Well, to go along with your little scenar- 
io, I'll accept for the moment your fantasy 
world, where there are no PPC cases to 
be had. 

Harold Broughton made a remark to me 
many moons ago that he would never be 
sold on the idea of relying on imported 
brass for our benchrest cartridges . . . be- 
cause we would always be hostage to the 
whims and difficulties of the world of inter- 
national importing. For many years Har- 
old shot a PPC, but he always felt uneasy 
about the cartridges, and several times 
when the PPC cases were completely un- 
available . . . many of us learned just what 
he was talking about. 

| personally do not believe that a transi- 
tion to another cartridge would be any big 
deal. We moved from the Wasp, to the 
deuce, to the PPC ... and everyone 
somehow survived. In my shooting career 
I've always liked “things different”, andas 
aresult I’ve tried just about every accura- 
cy cartridge, and every variation of those 
accuracy cartridges ever made. 

Since | shoot 6mm more than | shoot 
.22 caliber, | would be inclined to open up 
my bolt faces to .308 size, and rechamber 
them to 6BR, now that the new 7BR brass 
is available. Doing that, one could be back 
in business almost immediately, with a 
minimum of cash outlay. In addition ... 
one could get that little extra powder ca- 
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pacity that many shooters have always 
felt that the PPC needed with a 68 grain 
bullet (although, | must concede, the re- 
cord books show otherwise). 

If | had any small bolt faces left, | would 
have to find a place for the 6x47 in my bat- 
tery. People who say that the 6x47 was 
finicky were possibly overstating a few af- 
ternoons in their life when nothing would 
go right. . .and I’ve certainly had a few of 
those afternoons even with the PPC. 
Most 6x47s would shoot from the word 
“go”. Load the case up with H4895, use 
Remington 7¥2 primers, your choice of 
bullets (seated into the lands) ... you 
could work up to the point where you were 
blowing primers, and yet the cases would 
not get tight. When it faltered. . . usually a 
click up or down on the Culver measure 
would get things going again. | can still re- 
member back to the 1978 Nationals (the 
PPCs were there in force by then) and yet 
Howard Dietz, Harold Broughton and Ron 
Hoehn tore everybody up .. . with 6x47s 
... while finishing 1-2-3. 

Many of the newer shooters do not real- 
ize that the PPC arrived on the scene just 
about at the same time as a lot of other in- 
novations hit the scene. Fiberglass 
stocks ... then glue-ins . . . and the glue- 
ins were a great thing for the 80-90 per 
cent of our world who are a bit less than 
bedding experts. Most new shooters 
today don’t have the foggiest idea how to 
deal with the bedding on a wood stock 
that has just elected to move about a bit, 
for no good reason known to mortal man 
... other than the fact that it rained two 
counties over last night. What you're 
missing! Anybody who ever tells you that 
he enjoyed such times should have his 
glass taken away from him, and be sent 


off to bed... he’s had more to drink than ~ 


he should. 

Add to this the introduction of the 
Lyman 20x LWBR scope. It couldn’t com- 
pare to the big two inch Unertls for bright- 
ness... butit enabled us to get the scope

For the marksman who likes to get on the 
bull's eye quickly, with better comfort and

. .. where it was no longer subject to bar- 
rel vibration and bedding problems. 

The benchrest world was made aware 
of improved loading and shooting tech- 
niques through magazines such as Rifle, 
and Precision Shooting. The steady im- 
provement in PS over the past five years 
has been a favorable trend. We may not 
always agree with our editor ... but he 
has convinced dozens of shooters and 
gunsmiths to share their views and opin- 
ions on accuracy with our readers. This 
flow of opinion has got others THINKING 
... if only to disagree (at times). Before 
Dave Brennan came along, things were 
... well, sound asleep. Today, after the 
latest PS issue comes out, youcangotoa 
benchrest match, and find some PS arti- 
cle the topic of a lively debate. Our best 
authorities are simply not writers ... yet 
the editor has (somehow) convinced them 
to write letters tohim. . .evenifthe letters 
told him that he was crazy ... they went 
into detail why the writer thought he was 
crazy on some theory or other. And Dave 
sat back and laughed ... because he'd 
got the reply that he wanted ... a reply 
that he promptly shared with all of us, in 


the pages of the magazine’s next issue. 

Yet another improvement is in bullets. 
Even well into the 1970s most shooters 
used bullets made by production shops. 
Take a look around you, in 1987, at what 
bullets are in the “top twenty” at the major 
matches. Custom bullets, all. To the pio- 
neers of custom bullets Detsch, 
Malsby, Euber ... and many others ... 
we owe a debt. 

| could go on, but hopefully I’ve made 
my point. The PPC is, and long has been, 
a truly great cartridge. A major factor in 
this is the superior quality of the PPC 
brass. But if you have, or can borrow, an 
Audette case checker . . . there is enough 
almost-as-good brass available ... you 
will just have to do some case selection, 
that’s all. If Remington had only brought 
out their 7BR case in 1975... the PPC 
would never have come into existence. 

So... let the day come when The Es- 
tablishment takes all our PPC cases. I'll 
call Harold. ..and we’llagree. . . the time 
has come when we gotta start thinkin’... 
and plannin’ ... and schemin’. Sounds 
like fun to me!

Dear Dave, 

Hypothetical Situation: Can’t shoot the 
PPC! For some of the newer shooters, 
this could really be a “sticky wicket”. 
Maybe some of our older shooters would 
also think of that as a “black day”. As for 
myself, | would not be upset. | see this sit- 
uation somewhat like telling the older 
shooters, 20 years ago, that BLC 1 pow- 
der was no longer available. Some went 
out and bought 100 Ib. drums and “knew” 
when their supply was gone, they would 
never be able to shoot a good group, 
much less, win a match! 

| feel the strongest points for the PPC 
case are first, the quality of the brass itself 
is EXCELLENT! (One can check the brass 
in any one of many ways, with the results 
being the same; very few “culls”.) The 
second reason is that the design of the 
case gives a very good pressure curve, 
which produces uniform recoil and good 
velocity variations. 

Now if we tackle the problem of not hav- 
ing PPC brass to shoot, we need a case 
that will. | have two 222-35 rifles now that 
are capable of winning any match | take 
them to IF | do my part. For those that 
don’t know, the 222-35 is simply a 222, 
that when fire formed, blows out to a 
straighter taper with a 35 shoulder. This 
cartridge is capable of shooting one hole 
groups with 335 powder at velocities over 


3500 FPS, one hole groups with 322, 
4195, BLC 1, BLC 2, R#7, 748 etc. in the 
3200-3300 FPS range. | would never, re- 
peat NEVER, feel | was “out-gunned” or 
at any disadvantage if | was shooting this 
cartridge against a PPC (or any other car- 
tridge for that matter). The main draw- 
back of the 222 family of cases is the 
availability of good brass. All that means 
is you have to “cull” more brass to get 
good ones, but the plus side of this is that 
once you have good ones, you can wear 
your barrel out with the same set! (No 
need to carry a F.L. die to the range ei- 
ther.) About the only way you can destroy 
your brass is if you get too hot with pow- 
der like R.#7 or 335, which tends to open 
up the primer pocket. (You could probably 
hit them with a hammer if you really want- 
ed to use some new brass!) 

At this point, at least for me, | have a 
H.V. and a L.V., (just in case my 6x47 
sporter acts up) that | can shoot that will 
be competitive even if the PPC is “lega- 
lized”. My sporter will be chambered with 
my 6X47 reamer. | know in advance my 
load will be a case full of 332 or R#7 and 
62 gr. bullets. | know a lot of the readers 
that owned or shot 6x47’s HATE them 
(note capital “H”). Like most everything is 
life, we all see things from a different per- 
spective. For me, the 6x47 rifles | have 
owned were all good shooting rifles. Now 
that’s not to say they didn’t need more 
“"tinkering” with, because they did. They 
seemed more temperamental to tempera- 
ture changes, humidity changes, and defi- 
nitely required a consistent hold. They 
have a lot working against them. The 
long, slender case gives a longer and 
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slower pressure curve, which | believe 
makes them harder to shoot, because the 
rifle is moving around more on the bag be- 
fore the bullet leaves the barrel. The other 
problem is that brass again. If you think 
good 222 brass is hard to come by, it’s 
even harder for 222 mag. brass. Back to 
the hold. Again, everything | am saying 
works for me, and | know shooters that 
had equal success with a light hold or free 
recoil, but for me, to get the 6x47 to 
shoot, | would have to HOLD them. When 
| say hold them, | mean | would hold down 
and shoulder them so strong, on occa- 
sions | would lift the rear leg of the front 
pedestal off the table because of the force 
| was applying to the rear of the rifle 
(EVERYTHING HAS ITS PRICE). So any- 
how, it’s March of '87, not a PPC in sight, 
we have our trusty 222-35 & 6x47, and we 
are ready to go have some fun! What ever 
cartridge you choose, you are still going 
to have to have a rig that is put together 
properly, you still need good bullets and a 
good barrel, and last, but surely not least, 
you need to shoot thru any wind and mi- 
rage that happens to come your way.

This gave rise to the following tempera- 

ture test... 

A heavy varmint taper barrel was se- 
lected for the test. The caliber was 6PPC, 
the length was 22 inches, the action was a 
Stolle Panda in an H-S Precision fiber- 
glass stock. All temperature measure- 
ments were taken wth a Fluke digital ther- 
mometer with a low mass_ probe 
contacted to the barrel using Dow Corn- 
ing heat sink compound. The measure- 
ments were taken approximately in the 
center of the barrel at two minute inter- 
vals. The idea of the test was to use differ- 
ent surfaces to increase barrel surface 
area. The following four barrel configura- 
tions were tested: 

1) A standard heavy varmint straight 

taper stainless steel polished barrel. 

2) The same barrel as #1 above, having 

been fluted — the fluting consisting of 
ten 60° flat bottom “vee” flutes, .160 
deep and 17 inches long. 

3) The same fluted barrel after bead 

blasting with size #8 glass beads. 

4) The same barrel after sand blasting 

with #30 grit silicon sand. 

As can be seen from figure #1, no sur- 
prises came out of the tests. Each time 
that barrel surface area was increased... 
the corresponding temperature rise de- 
creased. The tests also indicated that the 
best improvement was from sandblast- 
ing. This obviously is because of the large 
increase in surface area due to the deep 
barrel pitting from the silicon sand. Yes, 
as you might expect, there was an in- 
crease in accuracy, but not necessarily 
just as a result from a decrease in barrel 
stress buildup due to temperature rise. 
The following benefits of a substantially 
cooler barrel are bound to have a favor- 
able impact on accuracy improvement 
also: 

—#1) Reduced warmup of ammo after 
the round is chambered. 

—#2) Substantially reduced barrel mi- 
rage (remember that the barrel is 
cooler). 

—#3) Reduced glare into scope off of 
sandblasted barrel surface. 


Note: anyone trying sandblasting will find 
that it gives a very attractive surface. 
However make sure to protect the barrel 
threads, the crown, and the caliber mark- 
ings . . . with thick tape. Make sure to use 
appropriate safety equipment when sand 
blasting.

We have gotten in a couple of completed 
barrels to be fluted that the customer 
packed paper into one end of the shipping 
box to fill-out the over-long box. Because 
the strength of the package is mainly de- 
rived from the barrel itself the boxes have 
come in with the section where the barrel 
ends either completely torn open, expos- 
ing the crown or chamber, or at the very 
least crushed. The solution to this prob- 
lem is to cut one end of the box off leaving 
just enough to fold and tape the end 
closed. 

Now on to the main reason for writing. | 
and others in the .222 camp would have to 
disagree with your assessment of the rea- 
son for the dominance of the 6PPC as 
stated in your April 1987 editorial. | feel 
that the factors that contributed to the 
success in the last ten years of this car- 
tridge are refinements made in areas 
other than the cartridge.

One of these improvements was the in- 
troduction of fiberglas stocks. The stocks 
appear to be less finicky than wood 
stocks and therefore easier to set-up 
right. 

An even more important contributor to 
accuracy was spawned by the use of fi- 
berglas stocks and that is the glue-in. 
This has eliminated, for the most part, an 
even larger cause of variables, the screw- 
in bed job and the headaches of getting 
the bedding perfect and the torques right 
on the screws. This also saw the demise 
of the old — boy that was a poor group, 
maybe | should put a few more inch- 
pounds of torque on the screws — solu- 
tion. This, if taken to extremes, could ruin 
the bed job and lead to groupus 
maximus. 

In addition this was also the time period 
in which the short light scopes came onto 
the market. This got the front of the scope 
up off the barrel, thereby reducing one 
more variable. 

But probably the biggest improvement 
was the growth of a virtual forest of wind 
flags on the ranges in the last ten years. | 
can remember a time when at a Nationals 
akid could run out onto arrange in the dark 
without fear of running down twenty flags 
before even getting up a full head of 
steam. The improving ability of shooters 
to make some sense out of this colorful, 
twitching, twirling and (to those that have- 
n't the sense that day) macabre dance 
playing before them is most likely the 
main reason that groups are getting 
smaller. 

The success of the 6PPC is therefore in 
my opinion a case of a new cartridge 
being in the right place at the right time.

People were wrongly accusing the 6x47 
and .222 family for the above stated prob- 
lems and were looking anywhere for a so- 
lution. 

Probably what happened next was that 
a few shooters that built these newfan- 
gled rifles decided to go all the way and try 
this strange new cartridge developed by 
the double P’s. And lo-and-behold the 
darn thing did pretty good. Like most 
sports that rely heavily on the equipment 
used, when something new comes out 
that looks like it might give an edge, the 
bandwagon gets crowded in a hurry. Nat- 
urally when new shooters came in they 
sure don’t feel it wise to build their own 
wagon. 

Now that the 6PPC is in the majority, 
the odds are in favor of it winning a match. 
It doesn’t hurt that most of the best shoot- 
ers are also shooting the 6PPC. But I'd be 
willing to bet that if you looked through 
the match results you'll find that the aver- 
age placing of .222 cartridges shot at a 
match, be they of the .222 family or .222 
Waldogs (which is basically a short fat 
.222 REM), is as good as or better than 
that of the 6PPC. 

Besides if you'll notice the .222 is begin- 
ning to dominate out west again. This too 
could just be due to the fact that some of 
the top shooters are just starting or com- 
ing back to these cartridges. 

This point brings up another disagree- 
ment | have with your editorial. That is 
with regards to your wanting the calibres 
to be distinct between the sporter and 
light varmint. | disagree for a slightly dif- 
ferent reason than the one stated. My 
contention is that there should only be 
one light class because the calibres are so 
similar that it would be like running the 
Indy 500 twice. Once with all the cars 
painted the same color and once with 
them either all another color or whatever 
color you like depending on which way the 
ruling went. 

Anyway | feel that the 6PPC is given a 
little more credit than it deserves and be- 
lieve that any cartridge that has trouble 
free brass and isn’t over or undersized in 
capacity will give good accuracy if all the 
other variables are taken care of. 

After all that, | would still like to say that 
for the most part you are doing an excel- 
lent job and keep up the good work.

STOCK FINISHING: Some Observations 


One’s first impression during a walk 
along the firing line at any benchrest 
match is not whether the rifle has a Hall 
“B” or Stolle action but rather the color 
and quality of stock finish. Despite the 
first impressions left by the stock finish 
there has been little in the benchrest 
world written about stock painting. Pete 
Callan’s fine article, “Paint” in Precision 
Shooting (July 1985) comes to mind along 
with Bob Brackney’s comprehensive arti- 
cle some years ago in Rifle. The existing 
literature, by design, used a general ap- 
proach to educate the individual shooter 
regarding stock painting in general. The 
purpose here is to provide some observa- 
tions, hints and opinions on the equip- 
ment and materials essential to acheive a 
quality painted finish. 


EQUIPMENT 

Satisfactory results in any effort are 
only possible with the proper tools; paint- 
ing is no exception. A tank-type compres- 
sor of atleast 1 hp is needed to provide for 
proper paint atomization when using a 
production-type spray gun. If you can af- 
ford it, a2 or 3hp compressor gives more 
of an air volume cushion that is nice to 
have. Also the bigger units will power high 
air consumption tools, such as a sander, 
used for other tasks. 

The choice of a spray gun should be lim- 
ited to one of the top quality units from 
DeVilbiss (i.e. models MBC, JGA), Binks 
(i.e. model 18) or one from Sharpe. Al- 
though finishing professionals prefer one

of these units, the Taiwanese copies of a 
Binks or Sharpe (at $30-40) are surpris- 
ingly good and a fine choice if you do not 
wish to make a major investment in one of 
the superior American-made guns ($125- 
$225). The regular production gun with an 
8 oz. Cup, as opposed to the standard 1 
qt. cup, is ideal for stock work because of 
the volume of material normally needed at 
one time. The smaller cup is especially 
convenient with two-part catalyzed 
paints, in that a lesser volume has to be 
mixed resulting in much less waste. Cata- 
lyzed paints once mixed must be used or 
disposed of before gelation occurs. 

The detail/touch-up spray guns from 
the above mentioned manufacturers 
could also be a good choice. They are not, 
however, as versatile as the larger pro- 
duction guns for other jobs, such as auto 
work. For special effects and customizing 
an air brush from Binks, Paasche, lwata 
or Badger would be needed to supple- 
ment a larger gun. The air brush, howev- 
er, isnot necessary for one color or simple 
multi-color shading effects. 


STOCK PREPARATION 

The quality of the filling of the stock sur- 
face is somewhat dependent on the final 
finish paint. For example, if acrylic lacquer 
is used the surface needs to be totally 
blemish free. The enamels (acrylic and 
polyurethane) have a thicker film that will 
cover some small imperfections, but do 
not rely on the top coat to do the job of fill- 
er, scratch putty and primer-surfacer. 

Prior to any stock preparation tasks the 
new stock should be washed off with a 
wax, grease and silicone remover, such 


as DuPont’s “Prep-Sol” or PPG's 
“Acryliclean”. An important point here: 
use new cotton towels that have not been 
used for other purposes. Old cloths can 
contaminate the stock surface with oils 
and waxes that can cause fish eyes — 
those little circular craters where paint 
will not adhere. Paper towels can be used 
instead of cotton, but they are not as ab- 
sorbent. 

An epoxy, such as Devcon “F”, is good 
to fill major surface irregularities. This is 
especially true for air bubbles that are 
common along the edges of a fiberglass 
stock; the top edge of the barrel channelis 
a key area to examine. Air bubbles usually 
appear lighter in color than the surround- 
ing resin. They should be opened up with 
a sharp blade and filled with the epoxy. 

General surface filling, however, is 
probably best done with a good quality 
body filler. USC’s “Featherite” is a light- 
weight filler that sands well and has prov- 
en to be satisfactory. Final filling of very 
minor imperfections can effectively be 
handled with scratch putty. One of the 
best is “Nitro Stan” which is available 
from auto body suppliers. The secret to 
using scratch putty is to let it dry thor- 
oughly since it is not catalyzed as in the 
case of body filler. Scratch putty direc- 
tions calls for a 20 minute dry before 
sanding, but several hours or overnight 
will assure that all the solvents have evap- 
orated. Other than the epoxies, most fill- 
ers should be applied after a primer coat 
has been applied. 

When stock painters discuss “primers” 
they usually mean “primer-surfacers”, 
which have a high solids content that can

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fill small surface irregularities, but it will 
not perform miracles. Do not confuse 
primer-surfacers with primers or primer- 
sealers; they each serve slightly different 
purposes. 

Another product similar to the primer- 
surfacers (which usually are lacquers) is 
“Featherfill” which is a catalyzed polyes- 
ter primer-surfacer that can almost be 
termed a sprayable glazing putty. It is a 
quick way of dealing with the many sur- 


face irregularities, but it does pose prob-: 
lems. Renowned stock finisher, Fred Sin-' 


clair, once indicated that it added a lot of 
weight and tended to be brittle. The quali- 
ty and properties of the substrate affects 
the looks and durability of the top coat. 
All of the above hints apply to the 
fiberglass/polyester resin and graphite 
stocks available today. Kevlar/epoxy 
resin stocks pose unique problems. If one 
of these types of stocks are treated like a 
conventional fiberglass stock disaster 
can strike in the form of Kevlar fibers 
breaking the surface; and they will not 
sand off normally. Example: sanding with 
abrasives coarser than 400 will remove 
the epoxy resin but do nothing to the 
Kevlar fibers. The result is that the prob- 
lem gets worse as the resin is removed by 
the sandpaper. The solution is to simply 
wash the new stock with the wax and 


grease remover, wet sand very lightly 
with 400 paper to provide “tooth” for the 
primer, then spray it with DuPont’s 
“Corlar”, a two-part epoxy primer. The 
Kevlar fibers will wet sand off when using 
this primer and the various surface holes 
can be filled in the normal fashion. The 
surface will require two or three sequenc- 
es of “Corlar” priming, filling and sanding 
before the stock is ready for top-coating. 
This specialty primer has a high-solids 
content, so it acts somewhat like a 
primer-surfacer. Its disadvantage is that 
while on the shelf this primer’s solids be- 
come brick-like and are very difficult to 
mix with the resin that remain on top in the 
can. Even lengthy paint store shaking 
sometimes will not eliminate the need to 
painstakingly break up the solids by vigor- 
ous stirring. Once thoroughly mixed, an 
activator is added, which is followed by a 
prescribed one- to two-hour induction 
period before spraying. Best advice: For 
this or any paint follow the label directions 
to the letter. As in all two-part paints, you 
must measure the components; don’t mix 
by “eye”! 


TOP COATING 
Once all of the surface preparation is 
complete with all filling done and a final 
primer coat is applied, then the stock is 


ready for the fun part: finish painting. As- 
sume that it will be a one color or two color 
shaded paint job. The type of paint has to 
be selected; the neophyte will invariably 
be confused by what he hears on the 
range and by reading the literature. 

Both articles mentioned previously rec- 
ommend acrylic lacquer as the best paint 
to use in general. That is true for the 
shooter that wants to try his hand at 
painting his own stock. Otherwise, poly- 
urethane enamel is a far better choice (but 
with some reservations). 


ACRYLIC LACQUER 
Up until the last five years, this was the 
finish of choice amongst the paints avail- 
able. It still has its uses in the complex 
pattern, pearl and kandy custom painting 
applications (pearls and kandys are now 
available in urethane). Lacquer is forgiv- 
ing, in that, as paint is built up in coat after 
coat it must be wet sanded in between 
with fine grit sandpaper to be ready to ac- 
cept the next coat. This process contin- 
ues until the desired color and uniform fin- 
ish is achieved. In this manner, dust 
specks, runs and other assorted prob- 
lems can be sanded out as part of the pre- 
scribed finishing system. One major dis- 
advantage of the lacquer system is that

the primed stock has to be nearly perfect 
because the lacquer paint film, being so 
thin, will not cover even the most minor of 
imperfections. Lacquer thinners melt into 
the substrate and into all of those 
scratches and other spots that had been 
filled and sanded. The thinner may swell 
those filled scratches then evaporate 
leaving a depression where the scratch is 
located in the substrate. This is called 
“sand scratch swelling”. Look at lacquer 
painted stocks closely and a lot of them 
will show this flaw. The prevention is to 
use the finest grit sandpaper as possible 
throughout the preparation process. Also 
an acrylic sealer should be used over the 
primer just prior to top coating. The clear 
sealer (which usually comes ready to 
spray) will act as a barrier by not allowing 
the lacquer thinner to melt into the sub- 
strate. The choice of sealer will depend on 
the line of paint you are using — no matter 
what type of finish is chosen use the same 
brand of paints throughout and read the 
directions! 

The techniques for acrylic lacquer ap- 
plication are well documented, therefore, 
they will not be discussed here. A point to 
remember, however, is to use the lacquer 
thinner suited to the temperature of your 
spray area. If possible, use a premium 
extra-high gloss thinner, such as PPG’s 
DTL-105. This thinner, when used with 
PPG acrylic lacquer, and at the proper 
ambient temperature (over 80 degrees), 
will give a final gloss that only requires a 


quick rub with rottenstone and water ora 
very fine polishing compound. There can 
be tremendous time savings in lacquer 
painting if the right materials are used. 
Good results can be had with lacquer, but 
the enamel family, in many cases, can be 
a better choice. 


ACRYLIC ENAMEL 

A poll of any ten auto body shops would 
reveal that nine of them use acrylic enam- 
el exclusively. The sole exception might 
be in spot repairs when acrylic lacquer 
might be used, but that too is occuring 
less frequently. The ritual of wet sanding 
each color coat and final rub-out is not 
necessary with the enamel as opposed to 
lacquer. Acrylic enamel, however, does 
have its problems. Unlike lacquer thinner, 
most enamel reducers evaporate relative- 
ly slowly thus allowing more time for dust 
to settle on the finish. Also, absent the 
proper spraying technique and reducer, 
orange peel can be a problem. Since 
enamels normally are not rubbed out be- 
cause of their good initial gloss, any flaws 
of dust or orange peel will remain on the 
finish. For stock work, however, enamels 
can be rubbed out; this will be discussed 
later. 

Best results are obtained with acrylic 
enamel if a “gloss hardener” or “urethane 
catalyst” (exact names depends on man- 
ufacturer) is added to the paint. This type 
of additive increases gloss, shortens film 
hardening time and improves the finish’s 
chemical resistance. The catalyst also 
contains isocyanates (remember Bhopal, 
India?) which are highly toxic. A chemical

cartridge spray mask is mandatory (as in 
all paint spraying regardless of type!) as 
this chemical can cause respiratory prob- 
lems. This is not something to fool with; 
wear the mask and spray in a well ventilat- 
ed area using fans or even spray out- 
doors. 

Virtually all automotive colors are avail- 
able in acrylic enamel, even the new base 
coat/clear coat systems that are popular 
for new car finishes. This new system 
consists of a catalyzed base coat that 
provides the color; it even can be relative- 
ly dull when it dries as the clear coat pro- 
vides the gloss. 

The acrylic enamel systems, even with 
catalysts, are probably the least desirable 
stock finishes. Why? 

1. Durability is not significantly better 

than lacquer. 

2. Dust-free spray area is almost man- 
datory. 

3. Slight orange peel is common, but 
not impossible to overcome with the 
proper reducer and spray tech- 
niques. 

4. If the catalyst is used (it should be), 
one may as well use the superior 
polyurethane enamel. 


POLYURETHANE ENAMEL 

Polyurethane enamel is the best paint 
system for a synthetic benchrest rifle 
stock. This type is represented by 
DuPont’s “Imron”, Sherwin-Williams’ 
“Starfire”, Martin-Senour’s “Ureglo” and 
others. Their variety of colors, brilliant 
metallic effect, “wet look” gloss and dura- 
bility is unmatched by the other paint sys- 
tems — it is no contest. 
The qualities of polyurethane enamel are 
matched by a major drawback: toxicity. 
This sweet smelling insidious material 
can cause major health problems. The 
new “Imron” label recommends an air- 
supplied respirator instead of the car- 
tridge type. With a good spray booth or 
outdoor spraying a cartridge mask is ac- 
ceptable, but use caution. In fact, the 
mask should be on before the containers 
are opened. Full coverage clothing and

CLEAR COAT 

All three major paint types have clear 
coats available. They are usually desir- 
able but are tricky to spray.

The clear coat is especially useful 
on the acrylic lacquer. A clear lacquer will 
prove to be more chip resistant. Other Patent Pending 
clears are also available over lacquer, for 
example, PPG makes an urethane clear 
that can be used over lacquer.

Dr. Lou Palmisano recently sent me 
samples of a new PPC case that is as 
pretty as a high school girl on prom night. 
It is nickelplated, and carries the 
headstamp “Sako - 6PPC USA”. For an- 
other thing it has a much thicker web than 
the standard PPC case; this is the result 
of work by Bill C. Davis Jr. of Tioga Engi- 
neering Company (Wellsboro, Pa.) and 
the PPC Corporation. Dr. Palmisano had 
a devil of a time getting this case started 
at Sako, and only a very limited number of 
them have arrived in the USA ... just 
enough to experiment with, really. The 
difficulties getting this case into existence 
are more or less a replay of the difficulties 
of bringing the “parent” PPC case into 
this country over the past decade. The 
only reason that we have the case at all, 
let alone the present supplies of that 
case, is because of the dogged determi- 
nation of Dr. Lou Palmisano, and not 
enough of us recognize the considerable 
debt that we owe to the man. Lou 
Palmisano has paid his dues to the 
benchrest game .. . in spades! 

The photo accompanying this article 
shows one of the new style cases, with a 
PPC case from lot #2 for comparison. 
The new style case does have a minor de- 
crease in capacity. A check of unturned 
necks turned up arun-out of .0011”. Case 
head (flatness) averaged .0015”. The 
modest testing of the new style PPC 
cases indicates that the excellent quality 
level that we have come to expect from 
PPC cases is still with us. 

The nickel plating is approximately 
.004” thick. The plating makes the task of 
keeping cases clean much easier. Carbon 
build-up within the case interior will be 
less than with conventional brass, and 
this will contribute to maintaining con- 
stant case capacity. 

When a supply of the new style case in 
saleable quantities wiil arrive in the United 
States is somewhat problematical at the 
present time. It would appear that 1988 is 
the best that we can hope for. 
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(Editor: | also received a nominal supply 
of the new model PPC cases. . . ten, tobe 
exact. From talking to Lou, | learn the fol- 
lowing ... on the proposed redesign of 
the PPC case, Sako elected to use, ona 
purely experimental basis, a .308 brass 
“cup” ... which of course resulted in a 
thicker case, in and of itself, not even con- 
sidering any case redesign. About 8,000 
cases were made on the test run. About 
1,000 of these actually reached Dr. 
Palmisano. They were given out, 10-15 
cases each, to known experimenters, or 
those who had been known to buy Dr. 
Palmisano a drink from time to time. 
When, if ever, the remaining cases reach 
the U.S. is problematical at this time. The 
cases hold about two grains less powder 
than the basic PPC case, and obviously 
would be quite the ticket for the .22 PPC).

The action is ten inches long, with an 
outside diameter of 1.700”. The bolt is 
seven inches long, with an outside diame- 
ter of .875”. Locking lugs are the usual 
45° lugs that are usual with other action 
models from Firearms Development. The 
bolt is fluted, as is the bottom of the ac- 


tion. Action fluting adds to the bedding 
area, and is a neat way of having a recoil- 
lug effect. The fit and finish of the action is 
first class, and it certainly looks as if it will 
be a fine foundation for a heavy bench 
rifle.

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WIND SHOOTING BASICS

USING THE WIND 
TO SHOOT A GOOD GROUP 

The most important thing to remember 
in group shooting is . .. any wind pushes 
the bullet. This lesson is to bring home the 
importance of this. We have all heard the 
unknowing say “but that bullet is moving 
too fast to be pushed by the wind” — 
wrong! Wind moves a supersonic air- 
plane, wind pushes a blasting off moon 
rocket, wind moves a 300 pound lineback- 
er running down field. The truth is that a 
lighter bullet moving slower is pushed 
more that a heavier bullet moving faster, 
but, they all move! 

Let’s clear up a few fundamentals. 

1. The rifle must be accurate. 

2. The loaded round should work with 
that rifle. A few box stock combina- 
tions work well, but, this typically 
means handloading a successful 
combination.

3. The sandbags and bench must be 
steady. 
4. Get proper targets. 

A. For low power scopes the IBS or 
NBRSA hunter target is best. It is 
very easy to repeat aim on this 
type of target. 

B. For high power scopes (16-36 X) 
use the standard benchrest tar- 
get. For the finest in accuracy the 
resolution of these scopes is 
necessary to precisely change 
point of aim. With a 36X scope it 
is possible to aim at the left or the 
right side of a bullet hole in the 
target. 


WIND EFFECT 

There are many general indicators of 
what the wind is doing. What we feel on 
our body, what we see by the movement 
of the things around us. 


Since wind is so important in shooting a 
small group it’s time to build a few wind 
flags. These can be simple, such as a 
drilled piece of 5/8” dowel with a bent coat 
hanger inserted into the drilled hole and a 
piece of ribbon or surveyors tape acting 
as the streamer. See Fig. 1. Six of these 
can be made in 15 minutes and they are all 
you need to get started. It’s best to spend 
your time at the range shooting groups, 
not in the workshop building flags. 

Wind deflection of the bullet is a matter 
of weighted averages. 

1. Direct crosswinds from 3:00 and 
9:00 will have more effect than an- 
gled winds from closer to 12:00 and 
6:00. 

2. The closer the wind movement is to 
the muzzle the more effect it will 
have on final impact point. (Fig. 2).

The reason for this is: 


POT of Tupac 


1. When the angle of flight is changed early the bullet spends more time on an angle that is no longer straight at the bulls eye — hence 


it is moving out of the group. 


2. Whena bullet is deflected later on in its flight it doesn’t spend as much time on this new angle and impacts closer to point of aim. 

Of course this gets tricky when the front half of the range and the back half are each doing something different. 

To shoot your best groups in the beginning try to shoot when the flags all show the same wind movement. Even as you gain experi- 
ence in group shooting steady conditions are the best group producers (Fig. 4).

LET’S REVIEW 

1. Wind moves the bullet depending upon 
direction and intensity. Without wind 
flags you have no idea what's going 
on. 

2. Believe in your equipment. If a shot is 
out of the group look down range and 
find the flags that explain the bullet de- 
flection. 

3. Adjust your aim depending on what 
the sighter shots tell you. Dance with 
the wind and enjoy it when the wind 
pushes the shot into the middle of the 
group.

Also making an appearance, in modest 
numbers, was the new Bushnell (B&L) 36 
power scope. As a guess there were 
probably a dozen or so Bushnell 36x 
scopes in use at Super Shoot. Itis still too 
early to comment on their relative merits 
...orlack of merits . . .in relation to other 
scopes in the benchrest world today. Still, 
it is interesting that a dozen or more top 
level shooters should elect to use this new 
scope at the big money match of the year 

. an event where everybody gives it 
their best shot . . . presumably with what 
they consider to be .. . their best equip- 
ment. 

The recent writings of Dick Cundiff in 
our pages about live varmint rifles based 
on baby Martini single-shot actions have 
brought a certain amount of response. If 
you suddenly HAVE to have a small Marti- 
ni action, write this one down ...

LETTER TO THE EDITOR 


Dear Dave, 

I've been an avid reader of Precision Shooting for the past several years and dabble a 
bit in benchrest sports. A few months ago | purchased some new .220 Russian cases 
made by Sako and decided to sort them by neck wall thickness variations in an attempt 
to get a nice batch for forming into 6 PPC brass. | didn’t really know what to expect but | 
recall several years ago one of your magazine contributors said he had been getting 
about 25% or more of his samples with neck wall variations of .001” of less for possible 
competitive use. 

| decided to use the same .001” criteria and was very disappointed to find only 101 
cases in my sample of 1,000 that made the grade. With all of the praise I’ve heard about 
the high quality of Sako .220 Russian brass, | was surprised to find that only 10% of my 
batch miked out what | consider uniform cases with match grade potential. If | discard all 
the rest, my investment per case amounts to about $5.00 each! Must be a bad batch. 

My procedure for measuring the neck walls involved the use of a new Mitutoyo tubing 
micrometer with a .400” shim placed on the underside of the ball shaft to allow consis- 
tent readings at about 1/8” from the case mouths. Atleast ten quick measurements were 
taken around the circumference of the neck to locate the minimum and maximum thick- 
ness areas before the final readings were found and marked on each case. To break up 
the monotony, | logged my findings on worksheets and noted the variations for each 
case (copies enclosed). The results can be summarized as follows:

In the past I’ve noticed that most cases with minimal neck wall thickness variations 
seem to group better than others, all things otherwise being equal. I’ve had a lot of fun

shooting .222’s in the past ten years and have had good luck with Federal Match cases, 
simply sorted by weight and neck wall thickness. Occasionally I'll pick up some once- 
fired .222 brass for about $50.00/M and use it for varmint chasing. A year ago | pur- 
chased two thousand “deuce” cases and went through the usual prep of F.L. sizing, trim- 
ming, deburring and chamfering, etc. Just for kicks | took 200 of these which were 
manufactured by our Oriental neighbors (PMC brand) and subjected them to the same 
neck wall thickness test as | did for the .220 Russian cases. Agreed, it may be unfair to 
test factory fresh cases “out of the box” with F.L., deburred and chamfered cases, but 
the points of contact on the Mitutoyo micrometer are so small that too many “misread- 
ing” are unlikely due to flat spots on the new factory cases. 

At any rate, you may be interested to note that the PMC cases tested gave me three 
times more .001 or less necks than the Sako brass did; 30.5% vs. 10.1%. Here’s how the 
PMC cases measured out:

The average neck wall thickness variation for the .220 Russian (Sako) cases was 
.00198 and for the .222 (PMC) cases it was .00154”. Granted, the test criteria wasn’t 
equal but at this point I’m not ready to F.L. size all those little .220 cases and re-run my 
measurements. So maybe my tests should only reflect “indications” of quality. Anyone 
for chop suey?

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SHOOTING IN 
MONOCHROME

If you look down the firing line during 
any benchrest match you will see every 
shooter trying his best to place his tiny 
scope hairs on the same spot on the tar- 
get for each shot. In a sport where a few 
thousandths of an inch often means the 
difference between first and second 
place, crosshair placement is crucial to 
success. The obvious course of approach 
to the problem is to increase the magnifi- 
cation of the scope. But, as mirage in- 
creases, there comes a limit to the magni- 
fication that one can use without having 
the target rings wash out completely. 

Now... what if! were to tell you how to 
increase the resolution of your scope by 
20%. This would be like increasing your 
scope magnification from 24X to 29X, or 
from 30 to 36X, or 36X to 43X. Further- 
more, as a bonus, you would have abso- 
lutely no increase in mirage due to magni- 
fication increase. (By now you are 
probably mumbling something to the ef- 
fect that the writer possibly also wants to 
sell some nice oceanfront lots . . . in Por- 
cupine, South Dakota). 

The solution is quite simple ... just 
wear a pair of orange, skeet shooting 
glasses while you are looking down your 
scope. The resolution of your eye will in- 
crease by about 20%, and image contrast 
will also improve substantially. 

The reason for the resolution increase 
is due to the reduction of chromatic aber- 
ration by viewing the image under mono- 
chromatic light. 

Let’s start at the beginning.

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SPECTRAL SEKSiTIVITY DF THE AVERAGE 


Figure #1 shows the spectral response 
of the average human eye (the eye’s sen- 
sitivity to different colors of light). By plac- 
ing an orange filter (skeet shooting glass- 
es) over our eyes we are blocking blue and 
green light from our eyes. Thus we are 
viewing the target under near monochro- 
matic light (i.e., light of a single color spec- 
tra). If you now look at figure #2 it can be 
seen that all colors of light do not form an 
image on the same focal plane (the retina) 
in the eye. In fact, since the eye is most 
sensitive to green light the eye tries to 
focus the green light image on the retina. 
As aresult, the blue light image is in focus

slightly in front of the retina, and the red 
light image falls in focus slightly in back of 
the retina. Thus the eye actually sees 
three groups of images . . . two of which 
are slightly blurred. This is a very simple 
and basic description of chromatic aber- 
ration. By blocking the blue light and the 
green light with the orange glasses the 
eye is forced to focus on only orange-red 
light. This in turn forms a much sharper 
and higher resolution image on the retina 
of the eye. . . which allows much finer po- 
sitioning of the crosshairs on the target 
image.

Last summer our club (The Buxton- 
Hollis Rod & Gun Club, Inc.) held two 
bench rest matches. Our club is just get- 
ting started in bench rest shooting, and 
not having movable backers for our tar- 
gets, all classes were shot for score. The 
matches were informal in style with small 
turn outs, seven for one match and eleven 
for the other. With so few shooters we 
were able to run more than one class ata 
time. We held six classes (Light Varmint, 
Heavy Varmint, Heavy Bench, Hunter, 
Production Varmint and Production 
Sporter) and ran three relays during the 
day of shooting. The shooters were al- 
lowed to sign up for any class that they 
wanted for each relay. 

The production classes were utilized to 
allow persons not having bench rest 
equipment to shoot. This allowed varmint 
rifles and sporter style weapons to partic- 
ipate. Our rules required the barrel and 
action to be factory stock, although the 
stock could be a factory replacement for 
the model weapon used. No custom work 
was allowed in this class, except trigger 
adjustment and glass bedding. Also we 
did not allow any single shot bolt action 
target rifles like the Remington 40X. The 
rest of the classes were standard bench 
rest. 

Due to the small number of shooters, 
many who were inexperienced, the 
scores were low. The best scores in each 
class for the two matches were Light Var- 
mint 241 5x, Heavy Varmint 244 2x, 
Heavy Bench 237 2x, Hunter 221 4x, Pro- 
duction Varmint 215 3x and Production 
Sporter 224 1x.
